REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION OF DECISION ON PETITION 

1 . A decision on a Petition to Correct the Alleged Omission of Items and Evidence of 
the Inclusion of the Allegedly Omitted Items in the Application as Filed was mailed 
on September 13, 2002. 



2. This decision acknowledged that the Sequence Listing in computerreadable form had 
been submitted as required by 37 CFR 1 .821(e).

This decision also noted that the evidence submitted with the Petition was 
insufficient to prove that drawing Figures 2-5 were included with the application as 
filed. The basis for this decision was that Figures 4 and 5 were contained on the 
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same page in the petition which would result in a total of 23 pages and not the 24 
alleged by petitioner. 

4. Upon a review of the figures submitted with the petition, it was noted that Figures 4 
and 5 were combined on the same page. However, in the application as filed, Figures 
4 and 5 were contained on separate pages. The drawing figures are identical with the 
exception being that the figures included with the petition were shrank and placed 
on a single page. 

5. Submitted herewith are copies of Figures 2 - 5 as they were filed with the application. 
This brings the total number of drawing sheets to 24 which coincides with petitioner's 
allegations and the evidence contained on the postcard receipt. 

6. With respect to Figure 3, the figure submitted with the petition is a black and white 
photograph illustrating protein immunoblotting of leaf proteins with a specific 
antibody. The quality of this photocopy of a photograph is poor but is representative 
of the figure as submitted. If requested applicant will attempt to submit a clearer 
copy. Additionally, it is noted that the Figure 3 submitted with the petition included 
a reference arrow which was not included with Figure 3 as filed. This discrepancy 
arose by making a photocopy of an electronic flic of the photograph which included 
the reference arrow. Flowever, this reference arrow was removed in the application 
as filed as it was merely pointing to the immunoblot. The photograph of the 
irnrnunoblot itself is identical.
